MORE ECONOMIC 
NATIONALISM 


Opinions will differ regarding 
the view expressed by the 
Federation of British Industries 
that the time has come to bring 
an end to the polley of lending 
British savings and: moncy to re- 
construct the financial systems of 
Britain’s trade rivals in Europe. 
While few will quarrel with the 
contention. that much can be done 
by British finance in the way of 
encouraging Britieh industries In 
the Old Country and the Empire 
generally, it seems to us to be a 
tlecidedly shortsighted _ outlook 
which would mérely confine sssis- 
tance to countries which offer in 
exchange goods and services of & 
non-competitive kind. The attitude, 
indeed, is based on n superficial re- 
gard to facts, and savours much 
of that economic nationalism which 
seems to be raising its head in most 
parts of the world at present, and 
which fails to take account of the 
essential inter-dependence of all na- 
tions: economically and financially. 

There are, however, people who 
think that if the League of Nations 
guarantee loans to bolster up Con- 
dintental countries, such ag the 
Danubian States, Britain is thereby 
committed to more futile expendi- 
ture in matters which are practi- 
cally no concern of hers. They argue 
that {f the League, for cxample, 
guarantees a loan to Bulgaria and 
Bulgaria goes smash, the members 
of the League pay up, and that as 
the largest shareholders are the 
British Empire members, presum- 
ably they would have to 
pay the largest share. What does 
it matter to Britain, they ask, if 
Bulgaris goes bankrupt — to- 
morrow?” They forget that sound 
financiers would not guarantee a 
loan without having some control 
over the way in which that loan is 
applied. Take the case of Austria 
in 1922. Tho conditions - under 
which assistance by the Lengue of 


-Nations was given were astringent 


nnd there was a Resident Com- 
mission stationed here to. safe- 
guard the interests of the guaran- 
tors. Tho trouble with many 
people is that the -grenter part of

Financial crises in any -part.of tho, 
world nowadays have a very definite 
offect’ on: Britain's own trade and 
unemployment problem. It {s there- 
fore a dofinite concern.of hers if a

European States goes bankrupt; and 
it is equally the concern.of all other 
nations -whose. prosperity depends 
on trade. ‘Surely thorofore It. Is 
right and proper that tho League 
of Nations should sco if by any 
means such a catastrophe can be 
averted. ne 

In ‘any case, continental loans are 
floated in the open market. Take 
the ease of the Austrian loan. 
This was_ over-sutbseribed, due pro- 
bably to the international guarantee 
pohind ft. The British Treasury, 
by the-way, was the gainor by the 
Pre- 
viously British .moncy had been 
spent in a desperate effort to save 
Auatrin, but it scems that our mil- 
lions might juat as. well have been 
thrown down ao drain. After the 
intervention. of the Lengute, tho 
Treasury received new bonds, the 
interest on which has been suf- 
ficient to pay tho wholo cost of the 
League to Britain. So it will scen 
that international co-operatloa is 
not always detrimental. to national 
interest. 


Women and Trades Untons. 


The organisation of women 
workers is a problem now engag- 
ing the attention of the T.U.C. 
General Council. To assist the 
development of Trade Unionlsm 
among them the Council has now 
decided to . appoint ao full-time 
Woman Officer. This decision, 
reached at the Inst mecting. of the 
Genera] Council, is the outcome 
of discussions at the recent Con- 
ference of representatives of 
Unions entering for woman work- 
ers. Changes thant are taking 
place in Industry, it was urged, 
have led to a rapid increase in 
the number of women engaged in 
Over 3, 
500,000 women, between the ages 
of 16 and,64, ore insured under 
the Unomployment Insurance 
Acts, and the number of new en- 
trants ig annually 2 substantial 
one. It was officially stated,’ in 
the Ministry of Labour Gazette 
for December, that about 73,600 
women entered the insurance 
scheme, the great bulk of whom 
had had no previous industrial 
employment; 75 per cent. of them 
had previously been engaged in 
home dutics. The nature oT the 
problem involved is sufficiently 
indicated by the fact that the 
number of women trade unionists, 
in socicties aMliated to the Trades 
Union’ Congress, is under half a 
million at the present time. Only 
one in’ every eight of the women 
workers cligible for Trade Union 
membership can be counted as 
having enrolled in the’ Unions 
open to them. To meet this 
situation and to atimulate ffcorts 
in organisation of “the women 
workers the Women’s _ Advisory 
Committee of the T.U.C. General 
Councj] has put forward many 
suggestions. One of them was 
the scheme, for setting up central 
women’s ‘committees in connexion 
with local Trades, Councils, which 
were urged to work in close con- 
sultation with the Unions in plans 
for propaganda and organisation 
among the women wage carners. 
The appointment of a woman 
organiser should have ‘the effect 
of developing the scheme which 
is obviously desirable in the in- 
terests of women workers. _

Whon tho Treaty of 192] was 
signed and ratificd on both eldes 
and when tho Irish Free State waa 
brought into exiatence, evory Eng- 
Mshman hoped that the Irish ques- 
tlon was acttled once nnd for all. 

Whether {it was settled woll or 
Wi might bo a mattor for dispute; 
put the dispute belonged to his- 
Hencoforward: the Irish 
Free State, with all the _libertics 
and prerogatives of a Dominion, 
could go its awn way and live its 
own Ife within the loose and 
clastic British Commonwealth of 
Nations. = 


A Final Settlement. 


It was no doubt a queationable, 
an anxious, and Indeed a heart- 
shaking decision for an Imperial 
Government responsible for the 
peace and order of so many regions 
to come to terms with those who 
had mado war upon them _ by 
Torroriam, Novertheless, the Bri- 
tish nation as a whole was willing 
that o final settlement should bo 
saade.

cerned that side alone would cauze 
them tho gravest concern, and, If 
acriously pursued, would, un- 
doubtedly revive bitterness and 
differences which it was hoped 
had been removed for ever.” 


There {s nothing in this etate- 
ment which in any way falls 
short of what the situatlon re- 
quires. Perhaps it would have 
been better to substitute for the 
words “rovive bitterness and dif- 
ferences” the words “entail con- 
sequences and action,” ete. For 
the consequences themselves are #0 
serious and inexorable Mhat bitter- 
ness has little part to play. 


Obviously if thé Oath of Al- 
leginnee {8 abolished by Mr. de 
Valera the Treaty is broken and 
Irish Free State will cease to exist 
as a political entity. It is not 
necessary at this moment for us 
to define what would actually con- 
stitute mn act of secession; but 
from that moment Ireland would 
automatically. revert to the status 
of a foreign country outside the 
‘Empire ‘whose Government was 
unrecognised, She would = in- 
cidentally contract herself — out 
of all the economic ad- 
vantages afforded her from 
the new develapmenta of Imperjal 
policy. The juridical position of 
Irishmen in Great Britain would 
be undermined and compromised. 
As to Mr. de Valera going to 
Canada upon a repudiation of the 
Oath of Allegiance—the stones of 
Ottawa would rise up against, him, 
This needs no elaboration. 


A. Fair Chance. 


The late Lord Balfour after the 
signature of the Irish. Treaty (to 
which he assented) ‘always con- 
sidered that the fact of Southern 
Ireland hecoming a forcigner 
power, so long as Ulster was atoutly 
defended, would be far more in- 
jourious to Ireland thin to Great 
Britain. It would certainly be in- 
jurioua to both. 

AVe are urged. to give Mr. de 
Valera a fair chance. No one will 
deny him this. No one in England 
will set too much store by the elec- 
tionecring extravagance of an 
Opposition long-avid of office. But 
the best: way to give Mr. de Valer’ 
a fair chance is to make it plain 
to him and his collengues from the 
outset that Great Britain will re- 
sent any repudiation of the Treaty 
hy every means in her power. 
These means would not need to be 
violent, becnuse non-violent means 
would be the moat effective. 

For the rest, let us trust the 
Irishmen will not bo turned back 
by wanton counsel from the path, 
towards their full inheritance. 
Those who have. hoped that a- 
United Ireland—at a time they 
cannot predict and by means they 
cannot foresee—might take her 
place a8 a proud co-founder of the 
British Empire ought not yet to 
have their dream dispelled.

ESKIMOS 


Tho following remarkable cxam- 
ple of the virility and endurance 
of the Eskimo {s furnished by the 
“Bishop of tho Arctle,” Dr. -Tur- 
quetit, who is enjoying ono of his 
rare vacations “outside.” 

‘An Eskimo and his wife one day 
found themsolves adrift on o small 
ice floc headed for parts unknown 
and they waited undismayed to ace 
what fortune would bring them. 

Eventually thelr ice floo ground- 
ed on Mansol Island, a virtual de- 
sert 40 miles from the mainland, 
uninhabited and windswept. The 
Eskimo had a rifle, i fow cartridges, 
some fish hooks, and his wife some 
home-made needles—their only re- 
sources. 

_ With his few cartridges the hus-, 
band killed some wild animals, and 
with hie fishing gear was able to 
lay In a stock of fish. Eventually 
all his ammunition and his fishing 
tacklo wero gone, but instead of 
sitting down and being frozen to 
death tho Eskimo sect about to 
ndapt himself to the new condi- 


tions. 

This he did by reverting to the 
life of the stone age. With flint 
and bone he fashioned rough tools 
nnd weapons. For spear shafts he 
used pieces of hide which he soak- 
ed in water and allowed to freeze, 
and from the snow in winter and 
the hides of animals in summer he 
built hia Iiving quarters. 

The Return. 

In spite of their dificult start 
the man and his wife prospered; 
children were born to them and 
they were happy. 

But one summer the man and 
hia wife felt a longing to see their 
friends again. After all, ten years 
fs a long time In the life of an 
Eskimo and the children were 
growing ap. So they set about to 
build themselves a ferry. - 

Large bones from the skeletons 
of animals and seala and walruses 
were collected. and from them the 
man Relected those best adnpted to 
hin purpose. His wife prepared 
leather thongs with which to bind:

BRITISH RULE IN -

London, Apr. 29. 

Reviewing the situation in Indian 
during ‘@ speech in the House of 
Commons, ‘the Secretary of State 
for India declared to-night that de- 
spite ‘formidnble difficulties, Its 
economic and financial conditions 
were much better, judged by every 
standard, than they were IX 
months ago. ‘ 

Then, India could not have bor- 
rowed even a small sum: in the 
London market and = in money 
markets of the world — cx- 
cept at , altgoether prohibitive 
rates of interest. A few days ago 
they were able to issue a long term 
loun for the considerable amount of 
ten million pounds at four and half 
pircent. * ? 

The loan was issued nt 96, was 
heavily over aubseribed, and now 
atood nt a considerable premium. 

Dealing with the political and 
constitutional problem, Sir Samuel 
Honre sid there were to-day im-
